However, without any definition given by the applicant in the written disclosure, "about" will be construed as "near" as defined by the 
dictionary. It would be hard to say that 7% is not about 14% when compared to 50% or 75%. About is a relative term open to 
interpretation. Furthermore, while looking for a definition of "about" in the Specification, it became apparent that the applicant never 
disclosed the specific 14% ratio in the original disclosure. Instead, the applicant added this ratio in the amendment dated 2/6/06 and it 
therefore appears to be new matter. It should be noted that the drawings cannot be considered original disclosure of the 14% as the 
applicant never stated that the drawings were to scale. 
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
